The fanner who sent us a copy of an 


eastern paper that printed a letter receiv- 
ed by wheat growers from the AAA has 
unintentionally indicated why the country 
is so bounteous and bubbling with joy, 
confidence and prosperity. 


For this farmer had been notified that 


the rate for a federal loan on wheat in his 
county is 74 cents a bushel, a sum he can 
borrow upon it any day at the hands of a 
government that makes its own money 
out of cheap silver. 


This gentleman of agriculture was like- 


wise informed that he could store his 
•wheat on his own farm if he saw fit un- 
til the note he made out for the money he 
borrowed upon it matured and the gov- 
ernment would actually pay him 7 cents a 
bushel for storage. We cannot quote all 
the letter but here is an interesting para- 
graph: 
. 


"If the market value of wheat at 


maturity date of the loan is below the 
loan value, the delivery of wheat 
satisfies the note and no interest will 
be charged. If, on the other hand, 
the price of wheat advances material- 
ly above the loan value, farmers may 
pay off their notes at the face value 
plus interest (4%) and realize the 
profit made by having stored their 
wheat In this case no storage allow- 
ance will be made." 
The letter went on to say that if farm- 


ers wanted to make 7 cents a bushel by 
storing their own wheat on their* own 
farms the bin should be on a good floor, 
with durable sides and roof. But here the 
mighty Secretary of Agriculture had a 
lapse, suffered a stroke or a coronary 
thrombosis, for he actually omitted to 
either offer to pay for building the bins. 
This is a shabby trick.

EIRE'S UNBORN CHELDREN 


From Ireland comes news, in the form of a 


government census report, that has interest for 
every western country. The Free State—Eire— 
"has the highest percentage of young unmar- 
ried men and women in the world"; the ratio of 
females to males is falling, and is now the low- 
est in Europe and one of the lowest in the 
world; and there has been a decline in rural 
births which has been only partially offset by 
an increase in urban births. The most curious 
fact brought out is the greater average longevi- 
ty of the Irish; there are now nearly twice as 
many elderly people in Eire, for each 100 of the 
population between the ages of 15 and 64, as 
there are in the United States and about one- 
third more than there are in England. 


No one knows why people live longer in Ire- 


land. The Times dispatch suggested that it may 
be "because of the climate and the easy-going, 
slow tempo of life." If this latter is the case, it 
might be worth our while to look into the mat- 
ter. But, by and large, the case of Ireland is 
typical of what is happening in most western 
countries and is likely to happen in time all 
over the world. Late marriages and other fac- 
tors are bringing the birth rate down. Possibly 
this tendency can be counteracted, but at the 
moment it is strong. At the same time our in- 
creasing success in fighting the acute diseases 
of early and middle life enables more people to 
live on into old age. 


The picture is neither all good nor all bad. If 


mankind 'made full use of- all its resources, 
there is no question that the earth could sup- 
port a much larger population, Ireland actual- 
ly did support nearly twice her present num- 
ber of people a century ago, before the great 
famine. She could do the same today, and on"& 
higher living standard, if there were no inter- 
national barriers to the full development of in- 
dustry and trade. But the truth is that the great 
multiplying of the nations which caused the 
learned Dr. Malthus so much concern is slow- 
ing down.—New York Times.

ter of a century after the German 
invasion of Belgium—in August, 
1914—Belgians are worrying aplenty 
about the danger of a new war. 
But they don't believe history will 
repeat. 


They think, in any event, that if 


a new European war should come, 
Belgium would" not suffer the first 
blow as she did in 1914. 


There would be a good chance 


for their country to stay out alto- 
gether, Belgians say, except for one 
thing—the air. 


The eastern frontier, with Ger- 


many, is better fortified than it 
was 25 years ago. The fortifications 
cover a longer stretch. Behind them 
is n stronger army, always on guard. 


And besides, Belgians say, the 


whole military situation has chang- 
ed since 1914. In the event of a 
new war between Germany and 
France, for instance, some military 
experts believe neither would try 
immediately to break through the 
strong land fortifications of the 
other. 


The first deadly assaults, they 


say. would be from the air. And 
that's wBy Belgium worries so 
much. It's that frontierr-a relative- 
ly new one—which many Belgians 
fear would be violated first It's the 
one Belgium is least prepared to 
defend—and the most difficult one 
to defend, 


On the Main Line 


The shortest route, as a crow 


flies, between Berlin and Paris is 
across Belgium. Between Berlin 
and London, it's across Holland. 
But between London and Munich 
or some other southern German 
cities, again It's across Belgium. 


Belgium could be* avoided, as 


well as Holland, by British, French 
or German planes carrying out at- 
tacks on the enemy. But in warfare 
especially it would be easy for pi- 
lots to get ofL-their courses. 


Under the new foreign policy of 


complete independence, Belgium is 
committed to 
defend her own 


frontiers. This is as true of the air 
as of the land. 


If French, British, or German 


planes flew across—intentionally or 
unintentionally — once or twice — 
the enemy country might merely 
lodge protests with Belgium and 
demand that she protect her fron- 
tier. If it happened several times, 
however, the other country might 
resort to the same course.

breaking into their teens, and with all the feelings of importance their 
new grcwth gives them, want to be grown-up in every possible way. 
They want to dress as their elders do and they want the same social ex- 
periences the^r elders enjoy. Unfortunately to want is to have very often 
these days and the r^svlt is some sadly spoiled, disillusioned children. 


A thirteen-year-old gi_. is not ready for entrance into society in the 


commonly accepted meaning ol t..2 term Girls of that age are not ready 
for late parties, lor sophisticated plays and. movies, for the present-day 
dances with their accompanying excitements, nor for the attentions of 
fledgling youths. This needs no argument. The situation is plain. And yet 
we see these unfortunate children aping their elders in these ways and 
losing the precious years of their growing time. 


Any organism forced into growth is spoiled. It never has quite the 


beauty, the power, the health of the one that grows in its natural rhythm. 
Girls and the boys as well, who are .allowed this forced growth, pay the 
penalty in ragged nerves, half-baked impressions, mistaken opinions 
and wrong ideas. They think that success in life depends upon popular- 
ity, their .word for everything-that 
brings them into the forefront of 
the noise and excitement of the 
superficial life they enjoy. They 
think that love is expressed in pet- 
ting, that a good time is of first im- 
portance in life, and that a frantic 
running hither and thither, a blath- 
er of telephone calls and a -racing 
of motors gets them somewhere 
other than OUT. Before long they 
are worn out, disinterested and a 
problem for their teachers and par- 
ents. 


-The whole business is so unnec- 


essary, and futile, and cruel that its 
existence seems incredible until 
one comes face to face -with it It 
is worst in our upper middle class 
families, the most intelligent fa- 
milies in the land. Just why, save 
that parents are kind and indulgent 
and unknowing, it would'be hard to 
say. 


It'seems to me that children ought 


to understand that they are chil- 
dren, with certain rights and privi- 
leges, and that grown people are 
adult and have their own rights 
and privileges. A child of thirteen 
should be dressed suitably, in sim- 
ple pretty clothes, with none of the 
accessory 
touches 
allowed 
her 


mother or older sister. She should 


be on a child's schedule of hours, 
with plenty of play in the open 
air, and an early bedtime. 
Her 


health, and her mental development 
as well, depend largely upon her 
healthy growth during these next 
few years. She should, if necessary, 
be protected against herself. "And 
that goes for the boy, too, although 
he is usually a bit behind his sis- 
ter in asking for social recognition. 


This matter is in the hands of the 


parents, the mothers first These 
thirteen-year-olds are still children 
and they still look to their mothers 
for leadership and understanding. It 
is difficult when other children are 
allowed the prerogatives of their 
elders but right is right and it-is 
certainly right to preserve a child's 
childhood for him when he is un- 
able to do so for himself. Nothing 
can make it up once it has been 
lost. And it is so easy to protect at 
the beginning.

Now, 
during the extremely hot 


days to come, it is sensible to rest 
the roses in order that late season 
spurts of bloom can bfe made with 
flowers of high quality. The prin- 
ciple of rose flower-making is plac- 
ing large quantities of food in the 
soil where the 
food can become 


available when the plant is ready for 
it The generous waterings done up 
to this time have'dissolved the food 
and turned it into a readily assim- 
ilable form while the intense sun- 
shine has allowed photosynthesis, or 
eating, to be done. One of the sur- 
est ways to rest the roses is to with- 
hold water from them. 


If water is withheld for about a 


month the plants will have rested 
sufficiently so that 
when large 


quantities of food are made avail- 
able they will perk up and reward 
us with a handsome fall display. 


Some common sense is needed in 


withholding water. 
If water has 


been supplied on the short side dur- 
ing the early part of the season, it 
would be 
foolish to 
allow the 


ground to become thoroughly dry 
and baked.

Government by Labor Unions

New York—Labor unions maintain courts within themselves which 


have authority to try charges against individual members and, in cer- 
tain cases, to expel them from membership. In the case of a trade hav- 
ing a nationwide closed shop, this expulsion would amount to' an eco- 
nomic death penalty. The condemned man would be forever barred 
from employment at his*bccupation and, even if he 
were to learn another trade and apply for member- 
ship in the union governing that one, he might be 
rejected and thus again excluded from employment. 


Such decisions may be appealed to the public 


courts but that is an expensive process and one 
which the individual victim would be unlikely to 
resort to. He would be deterred from appealing'to 
the public courts until he had first exhausted all 
the appeals provided by the union constitution, a 
method which makes for delay and distress, and, on 
his appeal, he would be opposed by the most expert 
counsel and the union treasury. 


The effect of these possibilities on the individual 


member amounts to impairment' of his right of free- 
speech, for open criticism of his union might be construed" as" hostility 
to the labor movement, which is a grave offense. If the union also has 
a by-law providing for the expulsion of individuals whose interests are 
deemed to lie with the employer rather than with the employees the 
individual takes a reckless risk in daring to express opposition to the 
union principle or to" the policies 
of his own particular union. 


Theoretically, under the Ameri- 


can laws and constitution, a man's 
right to express his opinion or to 
work at his trade is subject to no 
curtailment by any private 
ganization, and theoretically 
courts but the public courts may 
try him for offenses. As long as he 
obeys the laws he is supposed to 
be protected in all his rights. 


But unions, like some organiza- 


tions of businessmen, have created 
sub-governments or super-govern- 
ments to discipline their members, 
govern their practices and collect 
taxes and assessments. Such busi- 
ness organizations have been close-

and unions interpreted this silence 
as an unspoken license for them to 
use such methods.

cist, Max Morand, 
demonstrated 


today a two-story high tower in 
•which a handful of coal dust pro- 
duces 2,000,000 volts of electric ener- 
gy. 


The tower is a new kind of pow- 


er-hduse for the electrical energy 
•which is used to smash atoms. 
Roughly it contains an electric gen- 
erator at the bottom, a large, cigar- 
ahaped piece of metal at the top, 
and a pipe through -which ccal 
dust circulates. 


The pipe carries the dust particles 


over the generator, up over the 
surface of the "cigar" and then 
down the other side to repeat the 
circuit. The particles pick up elec- 
trical charges from the generator, 
and when they reach the cigar, de- 
posit the electricity on its polished 
surface. 


In this way a continual charge of 


electricity is built up on the sur- i 
face of the cigar. It can be drawn i 
off as a continuous current of di- j 
rect electricity.

through space at a sped of 16 miles 
could be made to turn!

May to June, while Oshkosh lost in 
both, although not greatly..

though it was only 39 last year in 
June. 


Neenah employment gained 2.7 


per cent from May to June, while 
payrolls rose 2.8 per cent, and are 
now 28.5 per cent higher than in 
June of last year. The Neenah man- 
ufacturing work week has risen 
from a low of 32 hours last June to 
a 40.7 hour peak this year.
